Sir: — In compliance with law, I have the honor to submit the 
annual report of this department for the year ending; September 
30th, 1901, showing by tabulated stateraeots the- sources from 
which the revenues of the State are derived, and the receipts and 
disbursements frora the 1st of October, 1900, to the 30th of Sep- 
tember, 1901, both inclusive, and also such other information and 
suggestions as it is made my duty by law to lay before you (or 
your consideration. 

Since the date of my last report, October 1st, 1900, the State 
Treasurer has received and properly certified to this department 
and my ofBcial vouchers issued for $ 3,804,195.73, which has been 
charged to his account on the books in this office as required by 
law. 

Slxecutive warrants drawn on the State Treasurer, under the 
tieneral and the several special Appropriation Acts amounting to 
$3,48;),619.93, have been audited by me and paid by him for the 
same period and his account credited therewith. 

The condition of the Treasury, therefore, on October 1st, 1901, 
was as follows :

which our Supreme Court has but recently held cannot be used 
for any other purpose, not even temporarily.

The actual balance therefore in the Treasury on October 1st, 
1901, available for the payment of appropriations made by the 
General Assembly of 1900 is $286,513.45. 

I have prepared the following table showing the assessed value 
of t'he taxable property of the State for each year beginning the 
year 1879, giving the value of the general property and the prop- 
erty of railroads separately, and also the State tax levy for each 
of said years. 

I beg to call attention to the fact that not withstanding the large 
increase each year in the assessed value of the property up to 1893, 
the tax levies made by the State have correspond! cgly increased, 
thus greatly increasing from year to year the amount required of 
the taxpayers of the State in the way of taxes.

To the assessments of railroad property which is taxable must 
be added the estimated value of the non-taxable property in order 
to get the correct assessment of this pniperty, which I think at a 
-conservative valuation is worth about twenty millious of dollars, 
making the aggregate value of this property in Georgia, |71,762,-

It will be obaerved from the foregoing statement that up to the 
year 189-3 the increase in the assessments of the property of the 
State were from fifteen to twenty million dollars, until at that 
time the aggregate value of said property had reached the sum of 
*463,763,534. 

StDce that date to the year 1895 there was a steady decrease ia 
our assessments until the aggregate valuations of the taxable 
property of the State was reduced to $410,692,093, this large 
decrease being the resnlt of the unprecedented financial depres- 
sion which prevailed throughout all sections of the country during 
the period referred to. 

I am gratified to state however, that since the year 1895 the 
assessments have shown large increases in almost every item of 
property, the increase this year being the largest, $23,210,906, 
making our total asse^ismentB for 1901, $456,654,897, which are 
the largest in the history of our State since 1864. 

Should favorable conditions continue I think I am safe in pre- 
dicting steadily increasing valuations from year to year and thereby 
enable us to reduce our tax rate. 

In order to show iu detail to what extent some of the chief 
items of the property of the State have increased, I, beg to call 
attention to the following table :

The increases shown in the above exhibit, I am of the opinion, 
are due entirely to the generally improved business conditions of 
the country, and may be reasonably expected to continue as long 
as our present prosperous conditions prevail. 

It will be observed from the foregoing table that the largest in- 
creases are in railroad property, $6,385,619; lands, $3,823,410; 
city real estate, $3,097,092; cotton factories, $5,102,683; farm 
live stock, $2,723,491 ; farming implements, wagons, etc., $1,526,- 
024; bank capital, $372,025, and household furniture, $369,797 ■

I have also prepared a separate atatemeot of the assessed value 
of the property of the colored taxpayers in this State, beginning 
with the year 187^, and bringing same up to the present year, from 
which it will be seen that this class of our citizens have acquired 
property in Qeorgia to the amouat of $15,629,811.

AMENDMENTS OP OUR REVENUE LAWS. 

The question of taxation is one that vitally affeots our people, 
and demands and should receive uiost careful and intelligent con- 
sideration from the legislature at its coming session. The Lepsla- 
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COMPTROLLER-GENERAL'S REPORT. *f 

ture of 1898, by a joint resolution, provided for the appoiDtment 
-of a joint committee from the Senate aod House to take up this 
-important matter and report a general bill which would correct 
the evils of our present system of taxation. This committee de- 
voted much time and thought to the consideration of the subject) 
realizing the importance of their work, and drafted a bill which it 
was thought would, to a very great extent, remedy the most de- 
fective features of our tax laws. Nothing, however, was accom- 
iplished, because the bill was not considered until at the close of 
the session, too late for its passage. 

Many of our tax laws are conflicting, difficult of construction 
and almost impossible to harmonize one with the other. This will 
be readily understood when it is remembered that they have been 
put upon our statute books from time to time without due regard 
to those previously enacted affecting the same subject-matter. 
'Georgia has become one of the foremost commonwealths of the 
nation, and much of her revenue system is old, imperfeot and en- 
tirely unsuited to present conditions. One of the chief defects of 
our present system is the general inequality of taxable values, 
which is largely, if not entirely, the result of voluntary assessments 
of our property. This method, of course, tends to produce these 
inec^ualities, whereby conscientious citizens are taxed on higher 
valuations than their less conscientious neighbors, and whereby one 
county is taxed upon a diSereut basis from adjoining counties. 
While we must admit that there is no better or fairer method of 
taxation than an ad valorum system properly and justly applied; 
yet, there is none more oppressive and unequal when loosely and 
imperfectly administered, as is the case in Georgia. We all are 
aware that equality or uniformity in tax values cannot be attained 
by voluntary assessments, as no two persons will agree as to the 
valuation of the same class of property, and, of course, it must be 
apparent that the wider the diSerence ot opinion the greater the 
want of uniformity in said values. This, ofcour^, distributes the 
l>urdens of taxation unequally, and some system should be adopted 
to lessen, if not entirely, remedy this evil. 

In addition to these inequalities in the tax assessment of our 
property which so universally oblain, I beg to call attention to a 
yet much greater evil which I know is as general as the one just 
alluded to. I refer to the listing and assessment of such property 
as is designated invisibh personal property. It is a generally known 
fact that this class of property, although representing a very large 
proportion of the wealth of this State and from which the holders 
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receive lai^ profits, is notfltited'fer taxatiou at all, and therefore 
the owners thereof escape taxation altogether on this property. 
This report shows that the total value of stocks and bonds Teturned 
this year for taxation is ooly $4,16&,682; amount of money, notes, 
accounts and obligations of all kieds $34,380,514; value of mer- 
chandise of every claps 923,879,8S4'j and bank stock, national and 
State, $13,065,476. 

I am confident that if all siich property could be reached and 
the value added to the taxable property of the State, it would in- 
crease our State assessments at least one hundred millions of dol- 
lars, and thus decrease our tax levy very largely, which I believe 
can be accomplished by proper legislation without injustice to the- 
holders of these classes of property. I know that the universal 
protest of our people against the constantly increasing tax levies 
by the Legislature is not because of our appropriations for the ed- 
ncatioD of their children, for they know that they get value re- 
ceived for the expenditure of every dollar of this money ; nor on 
account of the appropriations for pensioning Confederate veterans 
and widows of veterans, because the people themselves have voted 
this money to tbem ; nor yet for the money expended by the State in 
sustaining our noble charities, for this is but the discbarge of our 
Christian duty to the unfortunates who are inmates of these insti- 
tutions. But these protests are because of the high rates of taxa- 
tion growing out of this want of uniformity and equality in the- 
distribution of the burdens of taxation, and a remedy should be 
found and promptly applied. 

An additional reason for this suggested legislation is that as a 
rule owners of this invisible property are persons of wealth, and 
therefore better able to contribute to the taxes of the State than 
small farmers and small home owners in the towns and cities, and 
should not longer be permitted to escape taxation. The State oj 
Alabama has provided for a State Tax Commissioner and County 
Tax Commissioners for each county to remedy similar evils in that 
State, and although this system has been in operation a very few 
years, I am informed that many millions of property have already 
been added to the taxable property of the State, which had been 
escaping taxation, and this, too, without a dollar's expense to the- 
State or the counties. 

TAXATION OF STOCKS AND BONDS. 

I would suj^est that while the constitution of 1877 requires all 
property of this State taxed ad valorem except such as is specifically

«zempt«d by that iasttaiment, I find no statute providing ex- 
pressly for the taxation of stock in non-resident corporations helA 
by citizens of tills State. Tbis being trae, while some of this 
property is returned for taxation, I am safe in saying that most 
of it is not taxed — the owner claiming that there is no law which 
requires it assessed for taxation. Indeed, I have a case now pend- 
ing in the courts involving thb identical question in which the 
State's claim amouuts to about two hundred thousand dollars. 

I refer to the suit of the Comp. Gen. vs. the Ga. R. R. and 
Banking Coi to recover back tax«s due on the stock of the Western 
Railway of Alabama held by the Georgia Railroad since 1881. 
The law with reference to> the taxation of property should he 
amended and made clear, so that in future all such property should 
be required to be returned for taxation. I would also suggest sim- 
ilar legislation in reference to county and municipal bonds. There 
is great diversity of opinion now among our ablest lawyers on 
this question, but, as is my custom, I have given the State the ben- 
efit of the doubt and instructed the tax officers of the State to re- 
quire them returned for taxation. I am satisfied, however, that 
but little of these bonds are ever returned aud taxed. I woul<) 
also respectfully recommend that commercial fertilizers held by 
farmers for immediate use on the farm be exempted from taxation, 
as is done in case of farm products held for use ou the farm and 
not for sale. 

tAWS RELATING TO TAXATION OF CORPORATIONS. 

Experience in the execution of the laws of this State providing 
for assessments of railroads and other corporate property required 
to be returned to the Comptroller- General demonstrates the need 
for amendments in several particulars. The great importance of 
this subject, involving as it does no inconsiderable part of the 
revenue of the State, is so manifest to every member of our General 
Assembly, I deem it only necessary to direct their attentiou to the 
matter in order to have prompt and effective legislation on the 
subject. 

OFFICIAL BONDS OF TAX-COLLECTORS. 

I desire to call attention to the law of this State which prescribes 
the amount for which tax-collectors shall give bond, and repeotfully 
recommend its amendment. The law now requires tax-collectors 
to make bond to the State in the sum of thirty-three and one-third

per cent, more than the estimated amount of the entire State's taxea 
of his county. 

No one willooDteod that a colleotdr's liability to the State caa 
be greater than the amount be will colleot, and therefore should 
only be required to give bond for the amount- be will be charged 
with coHecting. 

For this extra amount under the present law they are required 
to pay an additional premium to surety compaaieB who become 
eecnrities on their bonds. 

The commissions paid these officers in a majority of the counties 
are small indeed for the work done, and these extra premiums are 
a heavy burden on them which they should not be required to bear 
longer. 

IN8UUANCE DEPAKTMENT. 

AH classes of insurance companies licensed by me for this year 
except co-operative or assessment life companies, show healthy in- 
creases in the volume of business as well as in excesses of premiums 
over losses. The revenue of the State derived from this source has 
steadily increased and has this year reached the sum ofSlOO,965. 40. 

For detailed statements of business written, premiums received 
on old and uew busineBS, losses paid aud unpaid, I refer you to 
tables from 1 to 7, both iuclusive, of this report, 

I desire to again renew my recommendation that all non-res- 
ident co-operative or assessment life insurance companies be re- 
quired to make a deposit with the State of not less than $25,000.00 
for the protection of their policy-holders in Georgia; many of 
these companies having only nominal invested assets which could 
be reached by a policy-holder holding a judgment against them. 
In the case of Georgia companies of this class, I would also sug- 
gest that before they be allowed to do business they be required to 
deposit as a guaranty fund not less than twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars ($25,000.00), said fund to remain in the custody of the State 
for the protection of their policy-holders uutil their cash or in- 
vested assets amount to said sum. 

The Act of December 18th, 1893, authorizing the incorporation 
of mutual or co-operative fire insurance companies should be re- 
pealed. Experience has demonstrated the absolute unwisdom of 
this law. Every company organized iu Georgia under this Act, 
after doing business for a fen months, has failed and been wound 
up by the courts, which was soon done, as the companies were 
found to be without assets, and of course, in every ease some of 
our citizens suffered.

I would also call attention to a defect id the Act of 1887, whereby 
all insurance companies are prohibited, under proper penalties, 
from undertaking to do bueinees in this State until they have 
«i>mplied with all of the requirements of our statutes and licensed 
by this department. There are no penalties, however, provided 
for a Georgia company, with headquarters in this State, but not 
licensed by this department, for issuing policies on property out- 
side of the State of Qeoigia. 

The result has been that two such companies, oi^nized under 
charters granted by this State, not being able to comply with the 
requirements of our laws, have not been licensed by this depart- 
ment ; yet they have both been writing insurance from their At- 
lanta offices on property in quite a number of States. At its last 
session the General Assembly passed an Act prescribing conditions 
upon which fraternal life insurance orders should be licensed to do 
business in this State, and while the purpose of this law was 
good, the provisions of the Act are such as to defeat its purpose- 

I would therefore recommend the repeal of the law altogether' 
or that it be amended so as to prescribe some standard of solvency, 
or clothe the Insurance Commissioner with authority to pass upon 
their solvency. Persons seeking this'class of insurance should 
have the same protection that citizens seeking insurance from 
other classes of life insurance in this State have.
